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Twenty  Five 
Years  of 
Growth 

Thank  you  for  helping  us 
celebrate  our  25th  Anniver- 
sary. We  are  happy  that  you 
could  visit  and  we  hope  that 
you  enjoyed  touring  our  fac- 
tory. 

The  displays  of  Franklin 
products  you  saw  were  in- 
tended to  give  you  an  idea  of 
what  we  make  here.  Most  of 
the  motors  were  of  the  latest 
design,  but  some  of  them  were 
built  a long  time  ago  when 
we  were  still  in  the  Culver 
Shoe  Building  on  Washington 
Street. 

Some  of  our  most  pleasant 
recollections  are  of  the  hectic 
problems  that  went  with  build- 
ing motors  in  a three  story 
building  that  was  always  too 
small.  Carrying  parts  and 
tools  up  and  down  stairways 
was  hard  work  but  it  was 
much  faster  than  using  the 
freight  elevator.  Those  were 
the  days  after  WWII  when 
the  neighbors  complained 
about  punch  press  noise  on 
second  shift  and  the  sound  of 
horseshoe  pitching  at  noon 
hour. 

Offices  in  two  separate  areas 
of  the  New  Bliss  Hotel,  the 
Farnsworth  Building  and  our 
own  factory  caused  further 
complications  in  running  a 
business.  At  times  we  felt  we 
were  in  business  just  to  keep 
trucks  moving  from  East 
Washington  Street  to  West 
Washington  Street  and  back 
again. 


The  Franklin  submersible 
was  developed  in  1950  and  the 
demand  for  a water  lubricated 
motor  that  could  operate  un- 
der water  in  a well  swamped 
our  production  facilities.  In 
1951,  the  development  of  the 
Submatic  sump  pump  motor 
added  to  the  production  prob- 
lems and  it  became  necessary 
to  think  about  building  a fac- 
tory to  consolidate  production. 

Our  efforts  to  have  all 
Franklin  operations  under  one 
roof  was  almost  a reality  in 
July  1952,  when  we  moved 
into  the  original  49,000  sq.  ft. 
building  on  Spring  Street. 
This  is  now  the  northeast 
corner  of  the  present  Frank- 
lin factory.  Submersible  motor 
and  Submatic  motor  produc- 
tion could  not  move  into  the 
new  building  because  our  busi- 
ness had  grown  much  too  rap- 
idly during  the  time  between 
the  design  and  the  construc- 
tion of  our  factory.  Produc- 
tion reached  1000  motors  per 
day  late  in  1952  and  the  pay- 
roll included  about  500  names. 

A million-dollar  pension  plan 
for  employees  was  established 
in  1953  and  we  continued 
working  hard  to  satisfy  the 
needs  of  our  customers.  In 
1954,  we  had  a record  sales  of 
$7.8  million  and  600  people 
were  counted  on  the  payroll 
as  we  outgrew  the  new  fac- 
tory and  plans  were  made  to 
double  the  size  of  the  plant. 

When  Edward  J.  Schaefer 
and  T.  Wayne  Kehoe  decided 
to  start  the  company  in  1944, 
they  agreed  that  other  motor 
companies  were  not  supplying 
fast  delivery  of  motors  de- 
signed to  meet  the  individual 
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needs  of  the  customer.  This 
idea  was  a departure  from  the 
industry  practice  of  concen- 
trating on  mass  production  of 
motors  for  customers  to  adapt 
to  their  product. 

Customers  Built  Franklin 

Customers  liked  the  idea 
and  were  soon  placing  repeat 
orders  with  Franklin  for  mo- 
tors that  fit  their  product. 
Stressing  of  customer  service 
became  the  central  thought 
guiding  all  Franklin  opera- 
tions. 

Early  production  was  cen- 
tered about  a line  of  motors 
designed  to  satisfy  the  re- 
quirements of  the  water  pump- 
ing industry.  Variations  in 
castings  and  shafts  to  suit 
individual  pump  needs  formed 
the  major  deviations  from  the 
standard  design. 

Franklin  was  the  first  com- 
pany to  offer  a smaller  size  (56 
frame)  motor  for  general  ap- 
plications. Constructed  with 
a steel  stator  shell  that  could 
be  varied  in  length  to  accom- 
modate different  horsepower 
ratings,  this  motor  was  a 
major  innovation  in  an  indus- 
try accustomed  to  the  use  of 
a different  cast  iron  frame  for 
each  motor  size. 

Fractional  horsepower  mo- 
tors bearing  the  Franklin 
name  were  soon  appearing  on 
household  water  system 
pumps,  drink  dispensing  ma- 
chines, fans  and  blowers,  sump 
pumps,  oil  furnaces,  hobby 
equipment  and  other  products. 
A reputation  as  the  builder  of 
quality  motors  was  earned  for 
the  company  by  the  perform- 
ance of  these  motors. 


Second  Decade 

Impressive  gains  were  seen 
in  the  first  10  years.  We  out- 
grew the  building  constructed 
in  1952  and  plans  were  laid  in 
1954  for  an  expansion  that 
doubled  the  size  of  Franklin. 
In  1955  the  new  addition  was 
dedicated  and  the  company 
had  over  100,000  sq.  ft.  of 
manufacturing  space.  Produc- 
tion continued  in  the  original 
building  on  Washington  Street 
and  the  Bluffton  Grocery 
Building  on  Cherry  Street  was 
purchased  to  provide  ware- 
housing space. 

Growth  continued  at  an  ac- 
celerated rate  as  our  company 
began  the  development  of  mo- 
tors to  satisfy  customer  needs 
outside  the  water  systems  in- 
dustry. 

Submersible  motors  to  pow- 
er gasoline  pumps  in  service 
stations  were  introduced  by 
Franklin  in  1956  and  we  saw 
a record  $3  million  paid  in 
salaries  and  wages  during  the 
year.  In  1957,  a special  three 
shaft  gearmotor  was  produced 
for  hospital  beds. 

Stock  Offered 

Stock  was  offered  to  the 
public  in  1959  and  our  fif- 
teenth year  was  filled  with 
many  activities.  A new  line 
of  submersible  motors  for 
smaller  size  water  well  pumps 
was  introduced  and  the  line 
was  extended  upward  to  in- 
clude 40  HP  sizes.  Franklin 
entered  the  laundry  equip- 
ment market  with  a special  2- 
speed  motor  but  later  aban- 
doned the  venture.  Plans  for 
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expansion  were  laid  as  we  ob- 
tained 24  additional  acres  of 
land  and  moved  into  the  latest 
addition  to  the  main  plant. 
The  new  addition  brought  the 
main  plant  total  area  to  150,- 
000  sq.  ft.  Sales  were  about 
$14.25  million  and  850  people 
were  on  the  payroll. 

A prototype  meat  wrapping 
machine  was  completed  in 
1960  and  Franklin  entered  the 
supermarket  meat  wrapping 
business.  This  was  the  year 
that  Bill  Garvey  traveled  to 
McMurdo  Sound  in  the  Ant- 
arctic on  a submersible  motor 
project. 

Diversification  of  product 
lines  continued  in  1961  as  a 
parallel  shaft  gearmotor  was 
added  to  the  gearmotor  line. 
This  motor  was  developed  for 
use  in  the  bulk  milk  handling 
part  of  the  dairy  business. 
Larger  motors,  up  to  the  10 
HP  range  were  added  to  the 
Franklin  line  through  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Integral  HP 
line.  This  type  motor  was 
dropped  in  1969  to  allow  great- 
er concentration  of  produc- 
tion in  more  rapidly  growing 
motor  lines.  In  1961,  we  post- 
ed another  record  sales  year 
with  $13.7  million  and  our 
employment  had  grown  to  al- 
most 900.  C.  J.  Balentine 
joined  our  company  as  Vice 
President,  Engineering  in  1961 
and  was  elected  to  the  post  of 
Executive  Vice  President  in 
1963. 

International  Growth 

To  better  serve  the  growing 
markets  for  Franklin  prod- 
ucts all  over  the  world  addi- 
tional factories  were  estab- 
lished in  the  next  few  years : 


1961  Arkansas  plant 
started 

1962  Australian  joint 
venture  began 

1963  Canadian  subsidiary 
formed 

Twenty  Years  Old 

Our  anniversary  year 
marked  the  highest  volume, 
income  and  payroll  figures  in 
the  20  year  history  of  Frank- 
lin. In  1964,  a subsidiary  was 
established  in  Wittlich,  Ger- 
many. 

Motors  built  in  Bluffton 
were  being  applied  to  air  con- 
ditioning and  refrigeration 
equipment,  air  compressors, 
farm  machinery,  and  material 
handling  machinery  in  addi- 
tion to  water  and  gasoline 
pumps.  The  meat  wrapping 
system  was  established  as  a 
substantial  factor  in  the  su- 
permarket industry. 

During  1965,  our  stock 
holders  voted  in  favor  of  a 2 
for  1 stock  split.  There  were 
934  shareholders  with  1,158,- 
210  shares  of  common  stock. 
More  than  a thousand  em- 
ployees shared  seven  million 
dollars  in  wages  and  benefits. 
Production  facilities  in  the 
Spring  Street  plant  were  re- 
arranged to  handle  increased 
demand  for  our  motors.  Over- 
seas marketing  expanded  and 
installation  of  new  computer 
equipment  began. 

"E"  Award  Received 

As  the  headquarters  for 
overseas  operations,  the  Bluff- 
ton  plant  received  the  “Presi- 
dential E Award”  in  1966.  The 
one  millionth  submersible  mo- 
tor was  produced.  Our  em- 
ployees voted  to  be  represent- 
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ed  by  IUE. 

The  death  of  T.  Wayne  Ke- 
hoe  in  1966  was  a great  per- 
sonal loss  to  our  company.  Ac- 
tive from  the  beginning  of 
Franklin  in  1944  until  he  left 
to  manage  his  own  company 
in  1957,  Kehoe  served  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  from  1946 
until  his  death. 

In  1967,  C.  J.  Balentine  was 
elected  President  of  Franklin 
to  succeed  E.  J.  Schaefer  who 
remained  Chairman  of  the 
Board.  This  was  the  year 
Franklin  and  Goulds  Pumps, 
Inc.  formed  a jointly  held 
company,  Oil  Dynamics,  Inc. 
in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma  to  serve 
the  pumping  needs  in  the  oil 
recovery  business. 

Expansion  continued  in 
1968  as  we  acquired  the  J.  B. 
Dove  subsidiary  to  strengthen 
the  position  of  Franklin  in  the 
food  packaging  industry. 
Franklin  is  now  a worldwide 
operation  with  sales  of  $26.69 
million  and  an  annual  payroll 
approaching  $9.5  million.  We 
are  now  owned  by  about  1,550 
shareholders. 

Silver  Anniversary 

A special  submersible  mo- 
tor for  the  propulsion  of  un- 
dersea vehicles  was  produced 
in  1969.  Sturtevant  Industries, 
Inc.  of  Sturtevant,  Wise,  was 
acquired  in  May  to  operate  as 
a subsidiary  of  J.  B.  Dove, 
Inc.  In  June  1969,  Battle 
Creek  Packaging  Machines, 
Inc.  was  acquired  to  operate 
as  a wholly  owned  subsidiary 
of  Franklin.  This  company 
employs  about  200  and  is  lo- 
cated in  Battle  Creek,  Michi- 
gan.

SIGNS  OF  THE  ZODIAC 


jP  ^i^MOON  “ 


The  Zodiac  is  an  imaginary  belt  or  zone  of  the  sky  about  16  degrees  in  width, 
8 degrees  on  each  side  of  the  ecliptic  (the  apparent  annual  path  of  the  sun).  The 
orbits  of  the  sun,  the  moon,  and  the  five  planets,  as  known  to  the  ancients  who 
originated  the  zodiac,  were  included  within  the  band  of  16  degrees.  The  stars  in 
the  zone  were  arranged  in  constellations,  and  since  most  of  these  had  the  figures 
of  animals,  the  name  zodiac,  derived  from  the  greek  name  zoion  (animal)  was 
given.  There  are  12  constellations,  and  each  has  its  corresponding  sign.  The  zodiac 
exists  only  as  a convenient  means  of  indicating  the  positions  of  the  heavenly  bodies. 
The  point  chosen  from  which  to  calculate  positions  is  the  point  at  which  the  sun 
crosses  the  equinoctial  from  south  to  north,  the  vernal  equinox.  It  is  known  as  the 
first  point  of  Aries,  and  is  one  of  two  equinoctical  points,  where  the  line  of  inter- 
section of  the  ecliptic  and  the  celestial  equator  meets  the  celestial  sphere.

Cablegrams  were  immedi- 
ately received  from  the  offi- 
cials of  these  cities  which 
thanked  Franklin  for  the 
spontaneous  action  to  help 
them  in  time  of  great  need. 

The  flood  damaged  some  of 
the  world  famous  art  trea- 
sures and  many  months  of 
labor  were  spent  to  remove 
the  mud  and  debris  from  the 
buildings.

FRANKLIN  EMPLOYEES 
RESPOND  TO  NEED 

Many  Aprils  will  pass  be- 
fore the  employees  of  Frank- 
lin will  forget  the  tornado  of 
Palm  Sunday  1965  and  the 
death  and  damage  left  in  its 
wake.  In  rapid  response  to 
the  need  of  their  fellow-em- 
ployees, Franklin  people  quick- 
ly gave  money  and  physical 
assistance  to  help  relieve  the 
burden  on  stricken  families. 

Being  a member  of  a group 
that  responded  so  rapidly  to 
the  needs  of  their  friends  is  a 
privilege  that  Franklin  em- 
ployees appreciate.  Very  few 
manufacturing  concerns  can 
boast  that  the  employees  and 
the  company  together  have 
undertaken  such  a program  to 
help  their  fellow-workers. 

Using  the  companywide  ap- 
proach to  the  problem,  Frank- 
lin employees  were  able  to 
share  assistance  in  proportion 
to  the  loss  and  need  of  each 
individual  affected. 

The  record  of  employee  par- 
ticipation in  United  Fund  pro- 
grams, Red  Cross  blood  donor 
drives  and  other  charity  and 
community  projects  has  been 
outstanding. 

SILVER  DOLLARS 

In  May  1956  each  eligible 
Franklin  employee  received  10 
dollars  of  his  bonus  pay  in 
silver  dollars  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  payment  of  the 
millionth  dollar  in  production 
bonus  checks  since  the  plan 
started  in  1947.  Employees 
voted  to  discontinue  the  bonus 
in  favor  of  a 26.2%  wage  in- 
crease in  May  1965. 


CREDIT  UNION 
ORGANIZED  1952 

Mutual  assistance  to  meet 
financial  needs  was  realized 
March  17,  1952  when  about  a 
hundred  Franklin  employees 
met  in  the  New  Bliss  Hotel 
to  form  an  employees  credit 
union.  In  about  two  weeks 
time  seventy-five  employees 
had  joined  and  there  was  a 
$517  shares  balance. 

Dick  Willey  was  elected 
president,  Hazel  Warner  vice- 
president  and  Ethel  Blair  sec- 
retary-treasurer of  the  first 
board  of  directors  which  in- 
cluded Kathryn  Roberts,  Ed- 
win Hiatt,  Harold  Schladen- 
hauffen  and  Clarence  DeHoff. 

The  Franklin  Electric  Em- 
ployees Credit  Union  was  a 
successful  venture  and  now 
boasts  a share  deposit  of  more 
than  $300,000  and  has  loaned 
more  than  $3  million  to  its 
members.  More  important, 
many  employees  have  gained 
financial  responsibility 
through  the  assistance  of  the 
credit  union. 

Frankly  Speaking 

James  Davis  received  a $10 
check  for  submitting  the  name 
“Frankly  Speaking’’  for  our 
company  newspaper  sometime 
in  1947  or  1948.  Records  of 
this  transaction  no  longer 
exist  and  it  is  now  rumored 
that  the  money  was  never 
transmitted  to  the  rightful 
recipient  who  was  not  an  em- 
ployee at  that  time.  We  would 
like  to  give  belated  credit  to 
his  wife,  Marge  Davis,  who 
named  “Frankly  Speaking”.
